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PREFATORY NOTE. 


This volume, prepared under legislative direction, is in- 
tended as a practical statistical compilation only. The utmost 
brevity has been observed, consistent with clearness. 

The sketches of State officials, members of Congress from 
Alabama, Supreme Court Judges, and the members of the 
Legislature, although not more than mere outlines, will serve 
a useful purpose in answering in part at least many questions 
as to the personality of the public men of the State, and in 
future these sketches will probably be more valued than at 
present. Every effort has been made to insure perfect accu- 
racy of all details. , 

It is believed that the remaining parts of the compilation 
will be found of daily use and value by the people of the 
State. The part devoted to the several Constitutional Con- 
ventions of Alabama is the first effort yet made to bring to- 
gether in one place all material of this character concerning 
the makers of our organic laws and their work. 

Section five (5) of the Act of February 27, 1901, directing 
. this publication, is as follows: 

“An official and statistical register of the State of Alabama 
shall be compiled every two years by the Director, to contain 
(1) brief sketches of the several State officials, the members 
of Congress from Alabama, the Supreme ,Court Judges, the 
members of the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama; (2) rosters of all State and County offi- 
cials; (3) lists of all State institutions, with officials; (4) 
State and County population and election statistics, and (5) 
miscellaneous statistics; and said register shall be published 
in an edition of one thousand copies for free distribution, the 
printing and binding to be paid for as other printing and 
binding hereinbefore provided.” !

WILLIAM DORSEY JELKS, of Eufaula, Barbour county, is a 
native of Alabama. He was born November 7, 1855 in the little 
village of Warrior Stand, then in Russell, but now in Macon county. 
His father was J. W. D. Jelks, who gave up his'life, June, 1862, in 
the cause of the Confederacy, while a captain in the gallant Third 
Alabama, Regiment, Infantry, C. S. A. The father of the latter 
was Robert Jelks, a native of Halifax county, North Carolina, whose 
wife was Matilda Crowell, a half sister of John Crowell, the first 
Territorial delegate, and also the first member of Congress from 
Alabama. The mother of Gov. Jelks was Jane Goodrum Frazer, of 
one of the early families of Georgia and Alabama, He was bereft 
of his father at the age of six years, and his early youth was 
passed at Union Springs. Here he was trained in the country 
schools. In 1873 he entered Mercer University in Georgia, from 
which he was graduated in 1876. Literary studies, while in col- 
lege, came easily first in their attraction for the mind of Gov. Jelks. 
His subsequent adoption of the profession of journalism grew out 
of a love for the ancient and early English classics. In 1876 he 
returned to Union Springs where he acquired an interest in the 
Herald, already in operation there. Shortly afterward, he resolved 
on a wider career, and removed to the city of Eufaula, which is 
now his home. In Eufaula he acquired a controlling interest in the 


Eufaula Times, which, under his management, soon attained 


wide circulation and influence. Long before he entered politics he 
was a well known figure in State affairs. His paper always fought 
the battles of Democracy with vigor. As an editorial writer, Mr. 
Jelks was known over the whole of Alabama. His familiarity with 
men and measures, his fair treatment of his contemporaries, his 
lucid grasp of intricate problems, all combined to make him a man 
of mark, when local conditions brought him forward in 1898 to rep- 
resent the county of Barbour in the State senate. Prior to his elec- 
tion as a State senator in 1898 Mr. Jelks had held no public office,

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ISAAC WILLIAM HILL, of Gadsden, was born July 25, 1861, 
at Auburn, and is the son of Isaac Hill, a native of Hillsboro, Ga., 
who came to Alabama in 1836, settling near Auburn, and wife 
Harriet Elizabeth, daughter of William Holt and wife Frances 
Cox, of Talbot county, Ga.

.and General Braxton Bragg is a brother of John Bragg. He was 
educated at Spring Hill College, and St. Louis University, taking 
the degree of A. B. at the latter in 1872.

THOMAS BRADFORD, of Centre, Cherokee county, Ala., was born 
July 18, 1851, near the present Alexis, Cherokee county, and is the 
son of James Bradford, who lived at Centre, and his wife Margaret 
Ann McRae. Mr. Bradford attended the country schools, was at the 
University of Alabama in 1869, and entered the Southern 
University in 1870-71. He was graduated from the law school of 
Cumberland University with the degree of LL. B. in 1872. He is 
a lawyer by profession, being admitted to the practice in 1874. He 
was register in chancery for Cherokee county, 1884-89, and 1893-98 ; 
was judge of probate for that county 1889-92; has been 4 member of 
the Board of Control for the Seventh District Agricultural School 
Since 1901, and Mayor of Centre in 1899-1901.

REV. GEORGE EVANS BREWER, of Montgomery, chaplain for 
the convicts of Alabama, was born near Covington, Newton county, 
Ga., on October 31, 1832, and is the son of Rev. Aaron G. Brewer, 
born in Monmouth county, N. J., and wife Martha, daughter of 
George Taylor, a native of Ireland. The senior Mr. Brewer was the 
son of George Brewer and. wife Elizabeth Schenck, both of whom 
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were members of the earliest Dutch families setting in the New Neth- 
erlands, and was a minister in the Protestant Methodist Church, be- 
ing a member of the Baltimore convention which organized that body. 
Mr. Brewer was educated in the country schools and at Robinson 
‘Springs Academy. In 1856 he was elected County  superin- 
tendent of education of Coosa county, being the first under the 
Rew school law; was a member of the house of representatives 
from the same county 1857-59; and a member of the State senate, 
1859-63. In the fail of 1860 he was oruained to the ministry in the’ 
Missionary Baptist church, and served his first pastorate at We- 
tumpka. In February, 1862, he was elected Capvain of an infantry 
company raised in Coosa county, and was first on detached duty 
at Pensacola, but in June, 1862, was assigned to the 46th Alabama 
Regiment, Infantry, Co. “A.” With this organization he served until 
the close of the war, much of the time in command. He was adju- 
tant-general of Alabama during 1866, but resigned before the close 
of the year. He then returned to the active ministry, in which he 
continued without interruption until 1901, when he was appointed 
to his present position.- He has served as moderator at various times 
of the ‘Central. the Tuskegee, and the Harris Baptist Associations. 
On December 20, 1854, at Rockford, Coosa county, he married Laura 
Ann, daughter of Judge Isaac Willis Suttle and wife Louisa Mc- 
Cary, of that county. Mr. Brewer is the author of A History of the 
Central (Baptist) Association ( 1895), and a “History of the 


46th Alabama Regiment,” which appeared in the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser, 1902.

MICHAEL LEONARD WOODS, of Montgomery, Assistant Ex- 
aminer of Accounts, was born April 1, 1833 at “Wood’s Ferry” 
near Greenville, Greene county, Tenn., and is the son of James 
Woods, M. D., of that vicinity, and wife Martha Harle. He was 
educated in the public and private schools, and later at Panther 
Springs Academy, Grainger county, Tenn., but did not graduate. 
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After Colonel Woods returned from the Confederate army, in 1865, 
he resumed the practice of the law, and has practiced in 
Prattville, Montgomery, New York and the District of Columbia. He 
had settled in Montgomery February 7, 1852, coming from Hot 
‘Springs, N. C.. Mr. Woods was elected to the house of representa- 
tives to fill a vacancy and took his seat January 18, 1860. He was an 
ardent sympathizer with the Southern rights movement that took 
form first in that general assembly by its advanced call for a seces- 
sion convention if the “Black Republicans” elected a president of the 
United States. Colonel Woods was secretary of the Senate of 
Alabama in the session of 1872-73. He was appointed Assistant 
Examiner of Public Accounts December 4, 1900. On January 
8, 1861, Mr. Woods enlisted in the Montgomery True Blues as a pri- 
vate, and went with this company in the then 2nd Alabama Regi- 
ment, Colonel Tennent Lomax, to Pensacola; July 19, 1861, appointed 
assistant commissary, of subsistence of the Thirteenth Alabama 
Infantry, and May 20, 1862 was elected Colonel of the 46th Alabama 
Infantry. Later he became Colonel of the 19th Alabama Infantry, 
consolidated.

April 10, 1865. The political writings of Colonel Woods have cov- 
ered a wide field. He wrote for a committee composed of Thomas 
Williams, Thomas M. Arrington, James T, Holtzclaw, J. C. B. Mitchell 
and himself the “Address of the League of United southerners,” 
of the city and county of Montgomery to the people of the United 
States, dated December 10, 1858.

EUGENE ALLEN SMITH, of the University of Alabama, was 
born at Washington, Autauga county, October 27, 1841, and is the 
son of Sam’l Parrish Smith of that place, and wife Adelaide Julia 
Allen. k.e was educated in the schools of Prattville until 1855, in 
which year he was sent for three years at Philadelphia, Pa., but in 
1859, he returned to a private school at Prattville. He entered the 
University of Alabama in 1860 and graduated with the degree of 
A. B. in 1862. In 1865 he entered the University of Berlin, subse- 
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quently he was at the University of Goettingen, and the University 
of Heidelberg, receiving the degree of Ph. D. from the latter in 1868. 
Mr. Smith-on his return was Assistant State Geologist of Mississippi, 
1868-71. In 1871 he was made professor of geology in the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, and in 1873 was appointed State Geologist still 
retaining his chair in the Faculty of the University. As State 
Geologist he has performed permanent and invaluable work in ex- 
plorations of the vast and valued mineral resources of the State. 
His voluminous official, as well as his fragmentary reports and 
writings for the press have given to the world proof of the mineral 
wealto of the State never before known. Dr. Smith was honorary 
commissioner from Alabama to the Paris Exposition, 1878; special

SENATORS. 


JOHN T. MORGAN, Democrat, of Selma, was born at Athens, 
Tenn., June 20, 1824; is the son of George Morgan, a merchant, and 
wife, Frances Irby, a relation of the Tyler family of Virginia; 
received an academic education chiefly in Alabama, to which State 
he emigrated when 9 years old, and where he has since resided; 
studied law, was admitted to the bar in 1845, and practiced until 
his election to the Senate; was a Presidential elector in 1860 for 
the State at large and voted for Breckenridge and Lane; was a 
delegate in 1861 from Dallas county to the State convention which 
passed the ordinance of secession; joined the Confederate army in 
May, 1861, as a private in Company “I,” Cahaba Rifles, and when 
that company was assigned to the Fifth Alabama Regiment, under 
Colonel Robert E. Rodes, he was elected major, and afterwards 
lieutenant-colonel of that regiment; was commissioned in 1862 as 
colonel and raised the Fifty-first Alabama Regiment; was appointed 
brigadier-general in 1863 and assigned to a brigade in Virginia, 
but resigned to join his regiment, whose colonel had been killed in 
battle; November 16, 1863, he was again appointed brigadier-general 
and assigned to an Alabama brigade which included his regiment; 
after the war he resumed the practice of his profession at Selma; 
was chosen a Presidential elector for the State at large in 1876, but 
having been elected U. S. Senator, he resigned; was a member of the 
commission appointed to prepare a system of laws for the Hawaiian 
Islands; was elected to the U. S. Senate to succeed George Gold- 
thwaite, Democrat; took his seat March 5, 1877; was re-elected in 
1882, in 1888, and in 1894; was nominated for a fifth term in the 
Senate by a caucus of the Democratic party, and also by a meet- 
ing of the Republican and Populist parties, who differed with him 
politically, and on the 17th of November, 1900, was chosen by the 
unanimous vote of the senate and house of representatives of -Ala- 
bama for a fifth term in the Senate. His term of service will ex- 
pire, March 3. 1907. His wife was Cornelia Willis, of Talladega 
County, Alabama. 


EDMUND WINSTON PETTUS, Democrat, of Selma, was born 
in Limestone county, Alabama, July 6, 1821; is the youngest child 
of John Pettus and Alice Taylor, daughter of Capt. Anthony Winston, 
of Virginia, a Revolutionary soldier; was educated at the common 
schools in Alabama and at Clinton College, in Smith county, Ten- 
nessee, studied law in the office of William Cooper, then the leader 
of the bar in North Alabama;, was admitted to the bar in 1842 
and commenced the practice of law at Gainesville, Ala., as the 
partner of Hon. Turner Reavis; in 1844 was elected solicitor for the 
seventh circuit; served as a lieutenant in the Mexican war; in 
1849 resigned the office of solicitor and went, with a party of his 
neighbors, on horseback to California; was elected judge of the 
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seventh circuit after his return to Alabama in 1855, but resigned 
that office in 1858 and removed to Dallas county, where he now 
resides; resumed the practice of law as a member of the firm of 
Pettus, Pegues & Dawson; in 1861 went into the Confederate army 
as major of the Twentieth Alabama Infantry, and soon afterwards 
was made lieutenant-colonel of that regiment; was made a briga- 
dier- general of infantry, September 18, 1863, and served till 
the ciose of the war, and was in many battles; after the 
war returned to his home and to the practice of law, which he 
has continued to this time; ever since he became a voter has been 
a member of the Democratic party; .in November, 1896, was nomi- 
nated by that party, and elected by the legislature of Alabama 
United. States Senator for the term commencing March 4, 1897; 
after his nomination the opposition to his election was merely nom- 
inal; received the entire vote of his party, and more; never Was, 
before, a candidate for any political office; has been a delegate 
4o all of the Democratic national conventions, except the first and 
last, since the war, and when delegate was chairman of the Ala- 
bama delegation. -His term of service will expire March 3, 1903. 
His wife is Mary L., daughter of Judge Samuel Chapman, late of 
Sumter county, Alabama.

Democratic Presidential elector in 1888 and 1892: was elected to 
the Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth Congresses, and reelected to the 
Fifty-seventh Congress, receiving 13,420 votes, to 3,179 for W. O.

THOMAS NICHOLAS McCLELLAN, of Montgomery, chief justice 
of the Supreme Court of the State of Alabama, was born February 23 
1853, in Limestone county, and is the son of Thomas Joyce Mc- 
Clellan, a native of Lincoln county, Tenn., and wife Martha Flem- 
ing, daughter of John Beattie, and wife Joanna Moore, of the same 
county. His paternal ancestors are Scotch-Irish, emigrating from 
North Ireland, and his maternal ancestors came from England, both 
branches settling’ in Virginia. On both sides his ancestors were 
soldiers in the war of the Revolution. His father, Thomas J. Mc- 
Clellan, was a Whig, member of the Constitutional Conventions of 
Alabama in 1861, and in 1865, and a member of the house of rep- 
resentatives from Limestone county in 1862. He came to Lime- 
stone county in 1844, and died there in 1887. Mr. McClelian was edu- 
cated in the common schools, and at Oak Hill College, Tenn. In 
June, 1872, he took his degree of LL. B. in the law department of 
Cumberland University, Lebanon, Tenn. He began the practice in 
September, 1872, at Athens, in co-partnership with his brother, Cap- 
tain Robert A: McClellan. He was register in chancery of Limestone 


county, 1874-76; State Senator, 1880-84; State Attorney-General, 


1884-89; Associate Justice Supreme Court, 1889-98; and has been 
Chief Justice since November, 1898. He is a Democrat, and is un-’ 
married. 


JONATHAN HARALSON, of Selma, associate justice, was born 
October 18, 1830, in Lowndes county, and is the son of William 
Browning Haralson (son of Jonathan Haralson and wife Clara 
Browning, of Greene county, Ga.,) an early settler from Georgia in 
Lowndes county, and wife Temperance Martin, daughter of John 


’ Dunklin and wife Temperance Martin Hamilton, who early emi- 


grated from Greenville District, S. C., to Butler county, Ala. Mr. 
Haralson attended the country academies, and was graduated from 
the University of Alabama in 1851 with the degree of A. B., receiv- 
ing the degree of A. M., from the same institution in 1854. After 
receiving his degree of LL. B., from the University of Louisiana in 
1853, he entered upon the practice of the law at Selma. During the 
war between the »tates ne was the agent at Selma of the Nitre and 
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Mining Bureau of the Confederate States. In 1876 he was appointed 
by Governor Houston Judge of the City Court of Selma, which of- 
fice he held until 1892, when he was elected associate justice. To 
the latter he was re-elected in 1.38. He was for many years a 
trustee of Howard College, and also of Dallas Academy. He is now 
and has been since 1876 a trustee of the A. & M. College (Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute) at Auburn. Mercer University, Macon, Ga., 
conferred on him the honorary degree of LL. D. in 1892. He is a 
Democrat. He was president of the Alabama Baptist Convention, 
1874-1891 inclusive, and president of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, 1887-1898, inclusive. He married (1) April 9, 1859, Mattie 
Ellen, daughter of John W. Thompson, near Columbus, Ga.; and 
(2) May 20, 1869, Lida J., daughter of Robert H. McFadden, of 
Greensboro, Ala. 





JAMES RENDER DOWDELL, of Lafayette, associate justice, was 
born in Chambers county, April 2, 1847, and is the son of James 
Ferguson Dowdell and wife Sarah H., daughter of Hon. James 
Render, of Georgia. Hon. J. F. Dowdell was a member of Congress, 
member of the Alabama secession convention, 1861, and colonel of 
the 87th Alabama Regiment. Infantry. Mr. Dowdell was educated 
at the common schools of the towns of Lafayette and Auburn. He 
was at the University of Alabama, 1864-65. He graduated from 
the East Alabama Male College at Auburn with the: degree of A. 
B. in the class of 1867. He began the practice of the law at Opelika 
in 1870. He was solicitor of the Ninth judicial circuit for four 
years, 1876 to 1880; judge of the Fifth circuit, chancellor of the 
Northeast Division, and in 1898 was elected associate justice. Judge 
Dowdell is a Democrat, and a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. On December 12, 1878, he was married to Ella 
May Ware, at Lafayette, Chambers county. 


HENRY AUGUSTUS SHARPH, of Birmingham, associate justice, 
was born June 10, 1848, near Decatur, Morgan county, and is the 
son of William Sharpe, a native of Richmond, Va., and his wife 
Lucy Gayle Reese, of Lynchburg, Va. In 1832 his parents migrated 
from Virginia to Morgan county. He received his general educa- 
tion at the common schools; and in 1870, graduated from the law 
‘ school of Cumberland University. Tennessee. In July of the same 
year he was admitted to the practice at Somerville, Morgan county. 
He was a representative in the general assembly from his native 
county, 1878-79. Removing to Birmingham in 1881, he formed a 
partnership with James Weatherly, Esq., and continued the prac- 
tice. The city court of Birmingham was created in 1884, and in 
December, by appointment from Governor O’Neal, Mr. Sharpe be- 
‘came its first judge. He continued to hold this position until Au- 
gust, 1898, when he was elected an associate justice of the Supreme 
_ Court. He entered upon his duties in November, 1898. Mr. Sharpe 
is a Democrat. On May 19, 1875, at Decatur, Ala., he was married 
to Mary Mae Hansell. 


JOHN RUSSELL TYSON, of Montgomery, associate justice, was 
born November 28, 1856, in Lowndes county, and is the son of John 
Adams Tyson, of North Carolina, who lived at Fort Deposit, and 
wife Martha Matilda Warren. His paternal grand parents are 
Shem Tyson and wife Lucretia Adams, both of whom lived in 
Pitt county, N. C. Mr. Tyson was educated in the country ‘schools; 
and at Howard College 1877, took the degree of A. B. He at- 
tended Washington and Lee University, and in 1879 took the degree 
of LL. B. He at once entered the profession of the law at Hayneville. 
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In 1880 he was elected representative from Lowndes county in the 
general assembly. He changed his residence to Montgomery, con- 
tinuing the practice there as a member of the firm of Lomax & 
Tyson. In 1889-1892, he was president of the city council of Mont- 
gomery. From 1892 to 1898 he was judge of the Second judicial 
circuit. In the latter year he was elected assdciate justice. Judge 
Tyson is a Democrat, and a Baptist. On October 20, 1879, he was 
married, at Lexington, Va., to Mary Dossie, daughter of Dr. James 
R. Jordan and wife Martha Sloan. 


ROBERT FULWOOD LIGON, Jr., clerk of the Supreme Court, 
was born at Tuskegee, September 24. 1864, and is the son of the 
late Lieutenant-Governor R. F. Ligon, of that place, and later 
of Montgomery, and wife Emily, daughter of Edward Paine, a law- 
yer, anu Matilda Brinton, of Ga. His paternal grandparents are Robt. 
Ligon, a lawyer, and wife Wilhelmina Fulwood, of Halifax county, 
Va., who removed to Watkinsville, Clarke county, Ga., where they 
died. He was educated at the Park High School, Tuskegee, pre- 
paratory to entrance at the A. & M. College, Auburn, where he 
took the degree of A. B. in 1882. In September, 1886, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and in 1888 he took the summer law course at 
the -University of Virginia. From 1886 to 1888 he was mayor of 
Tuskegee. In 1889 he entered into a law partnership with Gen. 
George P. Harrison, at Opelika; and in 1892 removed to Montgomery, 
where he became a law partner of Tennent Lomax. In 1898 he was 
elected clerk of the Supreme Court of Alabama; and in 1900 was 
appointed a trustee of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. Mr. 
Ligon has been the commanding officer of the Tuskegee Light In- 
fantry, and lieut.-col. and aid-de-camp on the staff, respectively. of 
Gov, Jones and Gov. Vates. He was Adjt.-Gen. of Ala. from Dec. 16, 
1896, to Mar. 1, 1899, during the period of the Spanish-American war. 
Mr. Ligon is a Mason, a Knight of Pythias, a member of the State 
Bar Association, and president of the Alumni society of the Ala. Poly- 
technic Institute. He is a Methodist, and a Democrat. His wife, 
to whom he was married January 31, 1895, is Aileen, daughter of 
Dr. Thomas A. Means and wife Anna Powell, late of Montgomery. 
Dr. T. A. Means is the son of Dr. Thomas Alexander Means, long. 
president of Emory College, Oxford, Ga. 


PHARES COLEMAN, of Montgomery, Reporter of Decisions of Su- 
preme Court was born March 31, 1865, at Livingston, Ala., and is the 
son of Judge Augustus A. Coleman, (son of Jas. Boykin Coleman of 
Camden District, South Carolina), now of Birmingham, and his 
wife Amanda Malvina, daughter of John C. Phares, of Sumter 
county, Ala. Judge Coleman has had a long and honorable public 
career. He was a member of the secession convention of Alabama, 
1861, and colonel of the Fortieth Alabama Regiment, C. S. A., 
and is now judge of the tenth judicial circuit. Phares Coleman 
was educated in the private schools of Greensboro, the preparatory 
department of the Southern University; and was graduated with 
degree of A. B. at the latter in 1882. He was graduated from 
the University of Alabama with the degree of A. M. in 1883, and 
from the law department, in 1885, with the degree of LL.B. In 
1885. Mr. Coleman entered upon the practice of law at Greens- 
boro. In 1887 he was appointed secretary to the Supreme Court of 
Alaoama, and since 1894 he has been the reporter of the Supreme 
Court. Mr. Coleman has been president of the Montgomery Library 
Association since 1900; is a member of the board of directors of. 
the Commercial and Industrial Association of Montgomery; is a 
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steward in the Methodist church; is a Knight of Pythias; is a mem- 
per of the advisory board of the Alumni Society of the University 
of Alabama; and was chairman of the advisory board which was 
instrumental in aiding in securing the location in Montgomery 
of St. Margaret’s Hospital.

REPRESENTATION. 





The legislative power of this State shall be vested in a Legisla- 
ture, which shall consist of a Senate and a House of Represen- 
tatives.—Constitution, Sec. 44. 

Until the Legislature shall make an apportionment of Repre- 
sentatives among the several counties, as provided in the preced- 
ing section, the counties of Autatga, Baldwin, Bibb, Blount, Cher- 
okee, Chilton, Choctaw, Clay, Cleburne, Coffee, Colbert, Conecuh, 
Coosa, Covington, Crenshaw, Cullman, Dale, DeKalb, Escambia, 
Fayette, Franklin, Geneva, Greene, Lamar, Lawrence, Limestone, 
Macon, Marion, Marshall, Monroe, Pickens, Randolph, St. Clair, 
Shelby, Washington, and Winston, shall each have one Represen- 
tative; the counties of Barbour, Bullock, Butler, Calhoun, Cham- 
bers, Clarke, Elmore, Etowah, Hale, Henry, Jackson, Lauderdale, 
Lee, Lowndes, Madison, Marengo, Morgan, Perry, Pike, Russell, 
Sumter, Talladega, Tallapoosa, Tuscaloosa, Walker, and Wilcox, 
shall each have two Representatives; the counties of Dallas and 
Mobile shall have each three Representatives; the county of Mont- 
gomery shall have four representatives; and the county of 
Jefferson shall have seven Representatives.—Ibid, Sec. 202. 

Until the Legislature shall divide the State into Senatorial dis- 
tricts, as herein provided, the Senatorial districts shall be as fol- 
lows: 

First district, Lauderdale and Limestone; Second district, Law- 
rence and Morgan; Third district, Blount, Culiman and Winston; 
Fourth district, Madison; Fifth district, Jackson and Marshall; 
Sixth district, Etowah and St Clair; Seventh district, Calhoun;

Tenth district, Tallapoosa and Elmore; Eleventh district. Tusca- 
loosa; Twelfth district, Fayette, Lamar and Walker; Thirteenth 
district, Jéfferson; Fourteenth district, Pickens and Sumter; Fif- 
teenth district, Autauga, Chilton and Shelby; Sixteenth district, 
Lowndes; Seventeenth district, Butler, Conecuh and Covington ;

Stewart’s corps, in the Western army. Soon after the war Gen. 
Harrison entered upon the practice of the law, and now practices 
in the counties of Lee, Chambers, Tallapoosa, Coosa, Clay, Talla- 
dega, Macon, Russell, Montgomery, Lowndes and Dallas.

Mr. Searcy was educated in the common 
schools at Lawrenceville. He is a farmer; was elected clerk of 
the circuit court of Henry county in 1892 for six years, removed 
with his family to the county site, Abbeville, when he entered 
upon the duties of the office; and was elected representative in 
the legislature in 1902. He is a Democrat and a Freewill Bap- 
tist. On November 16, 1869, Mr. Searcy was married to Eliza- 
beth, daughter of James Orr and Jane Bush, of Barbour county.

WILLIAM HENRY BOGART, of Stevenson, was born September 
27, 1833, at Athens, McMinn county, Tenn, and is the son of 
Charles Bogart, a native of Roane county, Tenn., and Caroline, 
daughter of Franklin and Mattie Breazeale, who lived near Loudon, 
Tenn. Mr. Bogart was educated in the common schools of his 
native county; is a merchant and farmer, has been a justice of 
the peace at Bass. station, Jackson county; removed by the fed- 
eral authorites in 1867; was elected to the same office in 1874, . 
and held it until 1884, when he removed to Stevenson. In 1884 
he was elected from Jackson county to the general assembly, and 
re-elected in 1888; in 1892 he was elected State senator from the 
Fifth district, and at the election in November 1902, he was 
elected representative for the third time.

in the legislature in 1876-77, 1878-79, 1892-93, 1894-95, and was re 
elected in November 1902. He is vice-President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Huntsvilie. He enlisted in the Fourth Alabama 
Regiment, Infantry, in April, 1861, was appointed quartermaster 
of the command with the rank of captain and served until

WHEREAS, It appears from the ‘certificate of the Secretary of 
State and Attorney General that on the 11th day of November, 
1901, at an election held in the several counties in this State, for 
and against Constitution; that the whole numiber’ of ‘votes cast 
“Ror Constitution” is One Hundred and Hight Thousand, Six Hun- 
dred and Thirteen (168,613), and the whole number of votes cast

Alabama was organized as a territory March 3, 1817, and ad- 
mitted as a State December 14, 1819. In 1800 Washington county, 
then in the territory of Mississippi, but Subsequently included in 
the territory of Alabama, had a population of 1,250. In 1810 the 
counties of Baldwin, Madison, and Washington, then in the ter- 
ritory of Mississippi, but subsequently included in the territory 
of Alabama, had a population of 9,046. Table 1 shows the pepula- 
tion of Alabama at each census from 1820 to 1900, inclusive, to- 
gether with the increase by number and per cent during each 
decade. 

The population of the State in 1900 was 1,828,697, as against 
1,513,017 in 1890, representing an increase since 1890 of 315,680, 
or 20.8 per cent. This rate of increase is slightly greater than 
that for the decade from 1880 to 1890, when it was 19.8 per cent, but 
Somewhat less than that for the decade from 1870 to 1880, when it 
was 26.6 per cent. From 1820 to 1830, the first decennial period in 
the history of the State, its population increased 142 per cent, and 
in the following decade 90.8 per cent, but subsequently the} rate of 
increase declined until the decade from 1860 to 1870, when it was. 
only 3.4 per cent. 

The population of Alabama in 1900 is more than fourteen times 
as large as the papulation given for 1820, the first census taken 
after its organization as a State in 1819 

The total land surface of Alabama is, approximately, 51,540 square 
miles, the average number of persons to the square mile at the 
censuses of 1890 and 1900 being as follows: 1890, 29.3; 1900, 35.4. 

Table 2 shows the population of Alabama by counties at each 
census from 1820 to 1900, inclusive, while table 3, which imme- 
diately follows, shows, for each county, the increase (or decrease) 
by number and per cent during the 10 years from 1890 to 1900.

to Franklin; part of Jefferson has been annexed to Walker; part: 


of Lawrence has been annexed to Colbert; and part of Talladega 
has been annexed to Clay. 
Of the 66 counties in the State all but 2 have increased in popu- 
lation during the decade, the counties showing more than 50 
per cent of increase being Covington, 103.6 per cent; Geneva, 78.6 
per cent; Coffee, 72.3 per cent; Jefferson, 58.6 per cent; Walker, 
56.4 per cent; and Franklin, 54.5. Jefferson county shows the 
largest numerical increase (51,919), but nearly one-fourth of this 
increase is due to the increase in population of the city of Birming- 
ham.

_ According to this summary, the population of Birmingham in- 
creased from 3,086 in 1880 to 26,178 in 1890, or 748.2 per. cent; and 
from 26,178 in 1890 to 38,415 in 1900, or 46.7 per cent. Mobile in- 
ereased in population from 1880 to 1890 only 6.6 per cent, but in 
the last decade 23.7 per cent. The population of Montgomery in- 
creased from 1880 to 1890 at the rate of 30.9 per cent, but in the 
decade just closed, at the rate of 38.6 per cent. The greatest nu- 
merical increase and the greatest percentage of increase during the 
last ten years have occured in the city of Birmingham.

§3. After the ratification of this Constitution, no new debt 
shall be created against or incurred by this State or by its authority, 
except to repel invasion or Suppress insurrection, and then only 
‘by a concurrence of two-thirds of the members of each house of 
the General Assembly, and the vote Shall be taken by yeas and 
hays and entered on the Journals; and any act creating or incur- 
ring any new debt against this State, except as herein provided 

‘ for, shall be absolutely void; Provided, the Governor may be 
authorized to. negotiate temporary loans, never to exceed one hun-

He was educated in the local schools, and at Vanderbilt University, 
receiving his A. B. degree from the latter in 1888. He commenced 
the practice of the law in 1889 at Athens, and has been continuously 
engaged in the practice since that date. Mr. Sanders was nomi- 
nated as a delegate to the proposed constitutional convention of 
Alabama in 1899. .He was a member of the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1901 from the First senatorial district, and served on the 
committees on local legislation, and on militia in that body. He 
was judge advocate-general on the staff of Governor Wm. C, Oates, 
1894-96; he has been a member of the State executive committee of 
the Democratic party since 1900; and is now president of the board 
of trustees of the Athens Female College. In 1889 in collaboration 
with J. J. Turrentine, Esq., he published a Comparative Index of 
the Sections of the Code of 1876 and 1886 (4to pp. 62). In June, 
1900, he delivered the address before the Alumni Association of 
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Vanderbilt University, on Suffrage in the South, which has been 
published in pamphlet form; and at the meeting of the Alabama Bar 
Association in Huntsville, July 4, 1902, be read a paper on “Legis- 
lation Touching Local Matters Under the New Constitution,” 
which appears in the Proceedings of that meeting, pp. 100-119. Mr. 
Sanders is a member of the Methodist Episcopal church, South. 
On November 6, 1890, he was married in Ashland, Hanover county, 
Va., to Annie Beadles.

The county was attached to the Twelfth judicial circuit, and to 
the Southeastern chancery division.

Act or ESTABLISHMENT. 


N. 27.) (H. 260. 


An act to create out of the counties of Henry, Dale and Geneva a 
new county, to be called Houston, and to define the bounda- 
ries thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 1. That a new 
county is hereby created out of the counties of Henry, Dale and 
Geneva and shall be called Houston. 

9 That the boundaries of said new county are as follows: 
Commencing at the Alabama and Florida line on the west side of 
the Chattahooche river and running northward along the line be- 
tween Alabama and Georgia and up the Chattahooche river to the 
center of the eastern boundary of township 4, range 30; thence west 
through the center of township four (4), ranges thirty (30), 
twenty-nine (29), twenty-eight (28), twenty-seven (27 ), and twenty- 
six (26) to the line between Dale and Henry counties; thence 
south along the line between Dale and Henry counties to the north- 
east corner of beat number six (6) in Dale county; thence west 
along said beat line between beats six (6) and eight (8) in Dale 
eounty to the range line between ranges twenty-five (25) and 
twenty-six (26) in Dale county; thence south along said range line 
to the northern boundary of Little Choctahatchee river; and thenCe 
along the northern boundary of Little Choctahatchee river to where 
it empties into Choctahatchee river, and to the west boundary of 
said Choctahatchee river; thence southward along the west boun-

tahoochee river at the starting point.
